member agencies a definite commitment to undertake response 
billty for one or care of th© ten highest priority projects© 
He explained why this .was desirable from the State Department 
point of view, with particular reference to the obtaining 
of personnel needed to work on these projects© 

7o Mr© Babbitt said that if the IAC itself ware asked to commit 

its member agenoies to particular projects, this might cause 
considerable delay <, He thought JIGSAW itself should make 
tentative reooraasndationa regarding allocation of projects© 

8© Lt<r Colo de Tolly (Air Force) requested that "The Pattern and 
Purpose of Communist Propaganda in the Atomic Field" bs 
added to the list of ten top priority projects© After 
considerable discussion it was decided not to Include tills 
additional project for the present, but to re- consider .it 
at an early date©
